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TRIBUTES have been paid to 
Harlow’s medal-winning Olympic 
rowing cox Acer Nethercott, who 
died on Saturday at the age of 35. 

The former Mark Hall School pupil 
steered the men’s GB team to a silver 
medal at the 2008 Olympics in Beijing 
and was widely regarded as one of 
Britain’s most gifted coxswain s . 

Although the cause of his death has 
not been announced, he had been bat¬ 
tling an aggressive form of brain cancer 
since 2010. 

This week his mother, Glynis Evans, 
described his death as a “gut-wrenching 
loss” for his family. 

“Acer was an absolutely awesome guy 
who was a real privilege to have in our 
family,” she told the Star. “We were 
truly proud of him, not just for his 
achievements but also for how kind, 
generous and influential he was to the

countless people he met and made an 
impression upon. 

“Whilst taken from us far too early, he 
really did lead a full life due to his verve 
and determination which resulted in 
elite academic and sporting achieve¬ 
ments, as well as travelling to all ends of 
the globe.” 

She added: “It leaves a huge hole in 
our lives, but we take comfort from the 
positive and lasting legacy he has left 
with so many.” 

An Oxford University graduate with a 
doctorate in the philosophy of language, 
Acer steered both women’s and men’s 
boats while studying at King’s College, 
including the famous “one-foot” Boat 
Race victory in 2003 - the shortest vic¬ 
tory margin in the history of the event. 


He guided Oxford to a second Boat 
Race win in 2005 and also led the team 
which controversially lost to Cam¬ 
bridge in 2004 after a clash of blades. 

In the summer of 2005 he started cox¬ 
ing the international British men’s eight, 
a role which saw him win bronze at the 
2007 World Rowing Championships in 
Munich. 

But the scene of his greatest triumph 
was the Beijing Olympics the following 
year when he coxed the men’s GB row¬ 
ing team to a silver medal. 

He then took a year off coxing, 
cycling from Land’s End to John 
O’Groats and competing in several gru¬ 
elling ironman triathlons for charity. 

He had planned to trial for the team 
again in 2010 when he was diagnosed 
with cancer. After surgery and 
chemotherapy proved partly successful,

he put himself into contention 
for a place on Team GB for 
London 2012, but impaired 
vision made it difficult for 
him to steer precisely enough 
for international racing and he 
lost out to fellow cox Phelan 
Hill. 

GB went on to win bronze, 
finishing behind Germany and 
Canada. 

His mum, who now lives in 
Bishop’s Stortford, said Acer 
regularly returned to Harlow 
to give talks at local schools 
and attend civic functions, and 
had remained fiercely proud 
of his roots. 

“He sought to give back to 
the community, to help inspire 
the future generations to see 
that it is possible with the right 
attitude and determination to 
go from a Harlow comprehen¬ 



sive to Oxford University and 
get the highest result in your 
year, to compete in boat races 
and win an Olympic silver 
medal, despite not being the 
biggest, strongest or fastest,” 
she said. 

“His nature was always to 


give up his own time and he 
travelled back to attend civic 
dinners and did speeches 
locally at schools, being guest 
of honour at a number of prize 
evenings.”

recognised by Harlow Council 
in 2008 when it presented him 
with a civic award. 

This week council chair 
Maggie Hulcoop told the Star: 
“Acer competed at the very 
highest level of sport and his 
success, dedication and hard 


work will always be remem¬ 
bered. 

“He was an inspiration to 
young people in this town. 
Shortly after his Olympic suc¬ 
cess he visited schools to talk 
to pupils about how they can 
fulfil their potential. 

“He also gave inspirational 
speeches at events and provid¬ 
ed advice to the Harlow 
Olympic Working Group. 

“This is very sad news and 
our thoughts are with Acer’s 
family.”

Tough times ahead 
warns council chief 


COUNCIL leader Mark Wilkinson has warned 
of tough times ahead for Harlow residents as the 
authority tries to balance its books against a 
backdrop of Government cuts to its funding. 

Speaking to the Star ahead of his Labour administra¬ 
tion’s first budget, Cllr Wilkinson said it had done its “level 
best” to protect services including the Playhouse and Pets’ 
Corner while keeping rent and council tax increases to 
a minimum. 

“It’s a balancing act that has involved some 
very difficult decisions,” he said. “Having lived 
in Harlow all my life I know exactly how much 
services like the Playhouse and Pets’ Corner 
mean to local residents, which is why we have 
done everything we can to safeguard their imme¬ 
diate future. 

“Obviously the money to be able to do this has 
to come from somewhere, which is why we’re hav¬ 
ing to increase council tax by a modest 1.5 per 
cent. That’s the equivalent of around lOp per 
week extra for the average Harlow 
hold.”

Asked why the council had chosen to increase its 
demand instead of taking advantage of a Council Tax 
Freeze Grant worth the equivalent of a one per cent rise, 
Cllr Wilkinson dismissed the Government initiative as a 
“gimmick”. 

_ “The council tax freeze sounds good in the short- 
term but it puts major pressure on the medium 
term finances of the council,” he said. “It would 
have been irresponsible of us as an authority to 
BB take it and risk starting next year with an even 
bigger shortfall.” 

The budget will also draw criticism from 
motorists, who will be forced to pay a minimum 
of 20p to park in council-controlled car parks 
from September. 

It was a tough decision to make, but 
we have had to scrap free parking 
for the first hour in our car 
parks,” Cllr Wilkinson said. “I 
don’t believe that 20p will 
make a great deal of differ¬ 
ence to traders or shoppers, 
and while I understand that 
people might have con¬ 
cerns, it was what the alternatives were - 
cutting other services instead - that led us to 
make this decision.” 

Other notable changes include the intro¬ 
duction of an £18 fixed fee for market pitch¬ 
es and big increases in the fees levied for 
building control services. 

Council tenants will also have to pay an 
average of £3.50 extra per week on rent, 
although Cllr Wilkinson pointed out that the 
4.21 per cent rise was the lowest proposed by 
any administration within the past four years. 

“We understand how tough it is out there 
for our tenants at the moment, which is why 
we’ve kept rent rises to a minimum,” he said. 
“We think this is a reasonable and realistic 
increase, especially compared to the 7.3 per 
cent hike implemented by the Tory adminis¬ 
tration in last year’s budget.” 

He added: “The message we want to get 
out is that the Government has made some 
savage cuts to local authorities. To a small 
authority like Harlow, £1.7m is a colossal 
amount of money. 

“We spent a lot of time this year having to 
make some really difficult decisions but at 
the same time we wanted to make sure that 
the services, people rely on are protected. To 
do this people have to understand there will 
inevitably be some pain in other areas.” 

The budget will be scrutinised by the cab¬ 
inet tonight (Thursday) before going to full 
council for ratification on February 7.

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Susan's embarking on 
a dog rescue mission 


A BIG-hearted dog owner who 
helped find new homes for two 
dumped puppies being cared for by 
a Romanian rescue shelter is urging 
fellow animal lovers to follow her 
lead. 

Susan Dellow (56), of Wedgewood Drive, 
Harlow, found out about the plight of stray 
dogs in the eastern European country 
when she read an article in a national 
newspaper. 

It inspired her to start her own research - 
and she was horrified by what she 
discovered. 

“When I looked into the problem in 
greater detail, I was sickened by what I 
found,” she said. “Romania has a huge 
problem with stray dogs and the 
unbelievable cruelty some of these poor 
animals have been subjected to, even in 
the state-run public shelters, is simply 
horrific. 

“The situation is so bad the independent 
rescue homes are oversubscribed. They 
simply can’t cope with the number of 
animals needing their help.” 

After making contact with the Private 
Shelter Istrita de Jos, Susan offered to help 
out by donating food and money.

While in contact with staff, she was told 
about two puppies that had been dumped 
in a supermarket car park. Moved by their 
plight, she decided to help staff find them 
a new home in the UK. 

She explained: “I was already in touch and 
making contacts with people at the shelter 
when I heard about Ambra and her 
brother. A lady from Stevenage wanted the 
male and another person wanted the 
female but then changed his mind. 

“The shelter put out an urgent appeal for 
new homes for Ambra and I thought I 
could give her a good home.” 

In December last year the two puppies 
made the three-day trip from Romania to 
the UK, where Susan was waiting to give 
the pup a new home. 

“I cannot put into words the feelings I had 
when the van turned up, the doors opened 
and there was my beautiful Ambra, who 
was absolutely petrified,” she said. “I took 
her in my arms and cuddled her all the 
way home. 

“She has been with us for a month now 
and she’s the light of my life. I was 


worried that she wouldn't get along 
with my two other dogs but 
everything has been perfect.” 

Susan now plans to travel out to 
Romania in May to help the rescue 
centre look after their 120 dogs. 

“I want to see first-hand what 
goes on over there. I want to see 
how I can help in terms of 
donations and finding UK 
homes for some of these dogs. 

“I know people will be 
thinking why don’t we focus 
on the dogs in England that 
have no homes, but the 
abuse and suffering that is 
going on in Romania towards 
those dogs is terrible. 

“An abandoned animal here 
that is taken to a home lives 
a life of luxury in 
comparison to how 
abandoned dogs are treated 
in Romania. It really is 
appalling.”

In or out, status 
quo won't be an 
option in EU vote 

T HERE are two important things to 
remember about David Cameron's pledge 
for an in/out referendum on Europe. 

Firstly, this is a hugely dramatic 
announcement. Not since the 1970s has a 
British prime minister been willing to hold 
such a referendum on the EU. It is a historic 
moment. 

Secondly, an in/out EU referendum will 
happen if there is a Conservative majority 
after the next election. 

Serious renegotiation will begin shortly and 
legislation will be drafted before the next 
election. Legislation for the referendum will 
be published within weeks of the General 
Election. 

Moreover, there is already legislation passed 
- which I voted for - that guarantees there 
will be a referendum on the EU if there is any 
further transfer of power from Britain to the 
EU. 

I have a passionate belief in democracy. No- 
one in Britain under the age of 55 has ever 
had the opportunity to vote on our 
relationship with Europe. That is why it is 
right to give people a say, in a national vote, 
about whether they want to be in or out. 

For those who want a referendum right now, 
it is worth noting that the Conservatives do 
not have a majority of MPs to get it through 
Parliament. At present, Labour and Liberal 
Democrats are against a referendum. They do 
not want to give people a say. That is why a 
vote will only happen if there is a 
Conservative majority after the next election. 
If Mr Cameron stays in Downing Street there 
will be a referendum by 2017, asking the 
public if they support the renegotiated 
membership of the EU or should Britain leave 
the EU altogether. The status quo will not be 
an option. 

I have been pressing the Government to do 
even more to cut taxes for Harlow people by 
bringing back the 'starter' rate of income tax 
at lOp. 

In his final act as Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, Gordon Brown scrapped the lOp 
band. Overnight, this increased Harlow 
residents' tax bill by £232 annually, pushing 
the poorest workers even further away from a 
living wage. 

The Government have already cut taxes for 
lower earners, taking two million people out 
of tax altogether and cutting income tax for 
more than 20 million people. Because of the 
Chancellor's measures, no-one now pays 
income tax unless they earn over £9,400 a 
year. 

Many small firms cannot afford to pay higher 
salaries. That's why I am urging the Prime 
Minister to focus on lifting the burden of 
taxes off people on ordinary earnings. 

This would be both popular and symbolic of 
this Government's mission to repair our 
economy. Most importantly, a lOp income tax 
rate would be socially just, helping lowest 
earners the most. 


Tragic end to 
police search 
for missing Ed

POLICE have called off 
their search for missing 
partygoer Ed Gillespie 
after a body was recov¬ 
ered from the water at 
Roydon Marina Village 
at the weekend. 

Mr Gillespie (38) had not 
been seen since attending a , 
Christmas party at Hend¬ 
erson’s Bar and Grill in the 
marina on December 21. 

Police were called when a 
boater reported seeing a body at 
about 10.40am on Saturday. 

Although the body had not 
been formally identified as the 
Star went to press yesterday 
(Wednesday), Essex Police said 
the search for Mr Gillespie had 
been halted. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Stuart Hooper said: “We have 
suspended our search for Ed and 
his family has been informed of 
this discovery. Our thoughts and 
prayers are with them at this very 
distressing time. 

“We would like to place on the 
record our thanks to everyone 
who has assisted us in our search 
and are sorry that the news we 
have is so sad.” 

Chris Bartlett, a friend of Mr 
Gillespie, said: “This is the news 
that we’ve been dreading but 
almost expecting at the same 
time. Saturday was a very sad day 
for all of Ed’s friends and family. 

“Not knowing must have been 
absolutely awful for his family. 
Now they have a chance for clo¬ 
sure and the grieving process can 
start properly.” 

Mr Bartlett paid tribute to his 
friend, who lived in Luton and 
worked for health and safety 
company Bureau Veritas in 
Harlow. 

He said: “Ed was just a lovely, 
lovely bloke and he touched far 
more people than he probably 
even realised. He was brilliant 
company and had many friends. 

“He enjoyed clubbing and 
loved his progressive house 
music. Apparently he had been 
getting into cooking recently as 
well. 

“Overall, Ed was just a great 
guy and it’s hard to even think of 
anything negative about him.” 

He added: “I would like to

thank all the police for their 
efforts over the weeks and to all 
the people at the marina. Also, 
we’d like to thank the people of 
Roydon for keeping an eye out 
and helping check the water¬ 
ways.” 

Mr Gillespie had booked to 
stay in a chalet near Henderson’s 
bar after the party but his bed had 
not been slept in and his belong¬ 
ings were still in his room. 

The alarm was raised by rela¬ 
tives when he failed to return 
home after the weekend. 

His glasses were found near 
the marina on Friday December 
28, raising fresh hope that he 
would be found alive. Family and 
friends have been posting appeals 
for information on social net¬ 
working sites in a bid to discover 
what had happened to him. 

Police carried out searches in 
the River Stort, river banks, the 
hotel and its grounds in an 
attempt to find the missing party- 
goer.

Police and fire 
unions critical 
of ambulance 
response times 


UNIONS representing police 
officers and firefighters have 
joined the criticism of ambu¬ 
lance response times. 

Some members of the Essex Police 
Federation claim officers were hav¬ 
ing to take patients to hospital on a 
“daily basis”, while over the border in 
Hertfordshire the union said delays in 
professional ambulance crews attend¬ 
ing 999 emergencies had become a 
concern. 

Although the scale of the problem 
across the region is unclear, the Fire 
Brigades Union said on Monday it 
shared the concerns of police offi¬ 
cers. 

The East of England Ambulance 
Service NHS Trust - which is respon¬ 
sible for six counties including Essex 
and Hertfordshire - is expected to 
arrive at the scene of 95 per cent of 
calls that require attendance within 
19 minutes, irrespective of location. 

It has drawn up plans to save 
£50m over five years, leading to 
claims by paramedics that cutbacks 
were having an affect on frontline 
services and were putting lives at 
risk. 

Sources have said that the trust was 
meeting targets only by sending para¬ 
medic cars that cannot transport 
patients. 

Neal Alston, chairman of Hert¬ 
fordshire Police Federation, said offi¬ 
cers had been taking patients to hos-

pital a “couple of times a month” and 
found themselves waiting “inordinate 
lengths of time” on a daily basis. 

“We are there to help people but 
officers could end up answering for 
the failures of another service,” he 
said. “However, in exceptional cir¬ 
cumstances in cases of medical emer¬ 
gency, police transport could be used 
as a last resort.” 

Essex Police said it did not know 
how often its own officers had driven 
patients to hospital. “Ordinarily, offi¬ 
cers should not carry civilian passen¬ 
gers to hospital in a police-owned 
vehicle,” said a spokesman. 

Keith Handscomb, spokesman for 
the East Anglia branch of the Fire 
Brigades Union, said: “The concerns 
of the police come as no surprise to 
us. Fire crews tell us they, and casual¬ 
ties, are waiting longer and longer for 
the arrival of paramedics and ambu¬ 
lances. 

“When a paramedic does arrive 
they are often on their own in a car or 
on a motorbike and are unable to take 
seriously injured casualties to hospi¬ 
tal.” 

Mr Handscomb added: “Fire offi¬ 
cers tell us of their desperate frustra¬ 
tion at being told to wait in line when 
chasing up emergency requests for 
the attendance of an ambulance. 
Sometimes they are told the ambu¬ 


lance sent to their emergency has 
been redirected to another call due to 
there being no other ambulance avail¬ 
able. 

“Paramedic colleagues have told 
us privately about their concerns but 
they are afraid to speak out. 

“Something needs to be done, but 
looking for a sticking plaster to treat 
a gaping wound is not the answer. 
For those who find themselves in 
medical emergencies, this is a matter 
of life and death importance.” 

A spokesman for the East of 
England Ambulance Service said 
incidents of police taking patients to 
hospital because of late or unavail¬ 
able ambulances were not logged, 
although it was noted on logs if a call¬ 
out was cancelled. 

He added: “We recognise the need 
for back-up time improvements and 
have already revealed plans to 
address this by putting in place a raft 
of measures including 140 new front¬ 
line staff, better rotas and liaising 
with hospitals to reduce handover 
times. 

“The official ambulance union 
Unison has been consulted through¬ 
out this process.” 

The ambulance service’s board 
was told in November that com¬ 
plaints about delays were a “key 
theme” of all grievances. Of 144 
complaints received in October, more 
than half (81) were about delays. 
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SIR, I live along Southern Way and have 
brought to the attention of the police over the 
past 18 months the problem of excessive noise, 
especially late at night, from vehicles which, by 
their sound, are fitted with large or big bore 
exhausts. 

Big bore and sports exhaust systems are 
usually fitted to increase the sound emitted and 
this contravenes the type approval of the 
vehicle, which is an offence. 

It is not an offence to sell these exhaust 
systems but it is an offence to fit one to your 
vehicle and drive it on a public road. The fact 
they may have passed an MOT test is irrelevant 
as this only checks for exhaust gasses and 
emission legislation compliance. 

Essex Police are currently issuing some areas 
with audio analysers which can measure 
exhaust noise output, as vehicle noise levels 
should not exceed 82 decibels. I am writing to 
the police regarding their deployment in 
Harlow. 

However, this is not an offence calling for 
detective work. The offenders can be 
identified. They want to be noticed. They want 
to be heard. That’s their intent. The question is 
whether the police are willing to confront it. 
When brought to their notice, they will deal 
with individual cases. However, this growing 
problem calls for an overall strategy on their 
part and on the part of the local authorities.

We waited hour-and-a-half 
for an ambulance to arrive 

SIR, There have been several reports lately of 
injured people waiting excessively long times 
for an ambulance to arrive. 

On Sunday I had first-hand experience of this 
when my wife had the misfortune to fall 
heavily on her back on very wet, cold muddy 
grass in the Upper Mealines area. 

Some local residents called for an ambulance 
and after 35 minutes a paramedic arrived, by 
which time my wife, who was in considerable 
pain, was lying in standing water and was 
unable to move. The paramedic, who was based 
in Welwyn Garden City, was unable to 
administer sufficient pain relief and requested 
urgent assistance, only to be told there were no 
ambulances available in this area! 

Thirty minutes later another paramedic arrived 
who was qualified to administer morphine. 
Although my wife’s pain was eased somewhat, 
she still could not be moved and remained 
lying in the freezing mud. 

Finally, 20 minutes later, an ambulance arrived 
and my wife was able to be moved and taken to 
hospital. 

When I questioned why it had taken almost 
one-and-a-half hours for an ambulance to 
arrive I was told there were insufficient 
resources due to cuts. Changes soon to be 
introduced would, in fact, worsen the situation. 
Maybe our MP should be looking into the state 
of our ambulance service rather than worrying 
about tax on petrol. 

Finally, can I thank the local residents who 
kindly supplied blankets for my wife and 
especially one young lady who gave up her 
own coat.

They are doing their best 
to mitigate effects of cuts 

SIR, John Wake responds to my last letter with 
more personal abuse rather than engaging in 
the constructive dialogue I appealed for

councillors who are doing their best in almost 
impossible circumstances. It is a reason for 
using it where possible and understanding those 
limitations where it is not. 

In present circumstances that means doing their 
best to mitigate the effects of Government cuts 
while maintaining essential services. 

Mr Wake quotes the Poplar rates rebellion of 
1921, which was undoubtedly a great victory. 
But he fails to note that in 92 years this is the 
only such action that can truly be deemed 
successful. The idea that little Harlow can take 
on the might of the Government in 2013 is just 
ludicrous, and it is certainly not for Mr Wake 
or me to tell councillors that they must 
jeopardise their livelihood for a futile gesture. 

I have no idea who Mr Wake thinks are my 
“New Labour heroes” and I resent the 
implication. I have never been into hero 
worship, New Labour or otherwise. I am 
strongly opposed to the Government cuts and 
highly critical of the current Labour 
leadership’s inadequate response to them. There 
are still too many vestiges of what should be 
completely discredited neo-liberal economic 
theory in their policies, but that again opens up 
another huge debate which will continue until 
the next election and beyond. 

The longer this Government remains in power, 
the greater will be the damage done to our 
society and the harder will be the recovery. I 
imagine Mr Wake would even agree with me 
on this. 

Finally, other correspondents on the subject of 
Harlow Welfare Rights & Advice are more 
constructive. John Solomon ( Letters , January 
17) appeals for negotiation and I would echo 
that, though it is very late in the day. I certainly 
agree with Dennis Nadin {Letters, January 24) 
that better political education is needed.

Managing director Ruud Haket 
said: “At Greater Anglia we are pas¬ 
sionate about delivering a better and 
continuously improving rail service 
for East Anglia. 

“We are already doing what we 
can in the short term to upgrade 
services and are already making real 
progress in terms of punctuality and 
reducing the amount of disruptive 


weekend engineering work. 

“But this is a vital chance for us 
all to try and secure the additional 
infrastructure enhancements on the 
GEML and West Anglia routes we 
all wish to see, sooner rather than 
later - to the benefit of customers, 
communities and the economy 
across our region. 

“We will be responding to the 
ORR’s consultation and proposing 
that a commitment to the delivery of 
these key improvements by 2019 is 
included in the final approved 
Strategic Business Plan agreed by 
the ORR later in 2013. 

“We encourage stakeholders 
across East Anglia to do the same, 
so collectively we can fulfil the aims 
set out in the East Anglian Rail 
Prospectus.” 


MP presses for return of 10p 
tax band to help the low paid 


THE Government is being urged by 
Harlow MP Robert Halfon to restore the 
lOp basic rate of income tax to help 
Harlow’s minimum wage workers. 

Speaking in the House of Commons, 
Mr Halfon pressed for the tariff, which 
was abolished by Labour in 2008, to be 
reinstated so families on low income 
could earn closer to the Living Wage. 

He argued that when the top rate of tax 
falls from 50p to 45p in April, the extra 
revenue generated should be put towards 
restoring the lOp tax band for those earn¬ 
ing between £9,205-£ 12,000, which 
would mean low income workers would 
keep about £280 more in their pay packets 
each year. 

“Now more than ever, this Government 
must show that tax-cutting is a moral 
creed that is about lifting Harlow workers 
on low incomes out of poverty and creat¬ 
ing jobs for the unemployed,” he said, 


Arguing that there was a strong case in 
favour of the move, he added: “Not every¬ 
one gets tax credits and small firms can¬ 
not afford to pay the living wage. Along 
with cutting fuel duty, restoring the lOp 
rate would be the fastest way of keeping 
more cash in the pockets of Harlow work¬ 
ers. 

“We need a solution for everyone, not 
just the lucky few.” 

His calls for reform follow a letter-writ¬ 
ing campaign by CutTaxTol0p.com, a 
website Mr Halfon founded. So far, 600 
people across the country have sent letters 
to their MPs calling for change. 

Following Mr Halfon’s address, treas¬ 
ury minister David Gauke said his first 
goal was raising the personal tax-free 
allowance to £10,000, but he would not 
rule out restoring the lOp tax band when 
the economy had recovered from the 
recession.

New police chief calls for tax increase 


ESSEX Police and Crime Commi¬ 
ssioner Nick Alston is calling for an 
increase in council tax as he warned 
of the “stark” financial challenges he 
faces preparing his first budget for the 
county force. 

Mr Alston, who was elected to the 
position in November, said he would 
be irresponsible if he did not ask for a 
3.5 per cent increase - or around 40p 
a month - from households to fight 
crime. This would add an extra £4.77 
per year for a Band D council tax 
payer 

“Eve been looking very closely at 
the funding both of Essex Police and 
of the partner agencies and grassroots 
initiatives involved in keeping our 
communities safe,” he said. “The 
financial position I have discovered is 
even more challenging than I suspect¬ 
ed when taking office just over two 
months ago.” 

He said the force was about to enter 
the third year of a four-year pro¬ 


gramme to save £42m. 

“The funding of police forces 
comes from two main sources: nation¬ 
al government grant and council tax, 
of which a small portion goes directly 
to the police. Between 2011/12 and 
2014/15, the national government 
grant to police forces will reduce by 
20 per cent in real terms. 

“The simple truth is that the 
amount of council tax we each pay to 
fund policing services in our county is 
the lowest in the country.” 

He said he was confident the force 
was efficient and well run, with 90 per 
cent of officers deployed on the front¬ 
line. 

“Compared with the levels of 2010, 
Essex Police will soon have lost 875 
posts - 353 police officers, 112 
police community support officers 
and 410 police staff. 

“It is also the case that the four-year 
plan agreed for Essex Police to meet 
over £42m in budget cuts included a 


2.5 per cent increase in the portion of 
council tax paid to fund policing in 
both 2013-14 and 2014-15. 

“If we, the people of Essex, f 
paid the equivalent to the , +t a 
national average for policing f < 
from council tax, it would ¥ 
fund 470 extra police offi¬ 
cers.” 

He warned there was a risk 1 
that any further cuts in police : 
numbers would make the 
county more vulnerable to | 
crime, which is why he was 
seeking a 3.5 per cent increase 
in the portion of council tax 
used to fund policing and com¬ 
munity safety. 

“In real terms I am asking 
for an extra 40p a month, just 
over a penny a day, to fund 
our police force and crime 
reduction work,” he said.

“We are asking key questions 
and will use the responses we 
get from this consultation to 
feed into the service’s long-term 
plans and future proposals.

A WAREHOUSE worker 
who took on supermarket 
giant Sainsbury’s alleging 
sexual harassment and vic¬ 
timisation has had her 
claims dismissed. 

Agency employee Katarzyna 
Klacza, of Pittman’s Field, Har¬ 
low, claimed she was a victim of 
discrimination when she failed to 
get three internal jobs at the 
supermarket chain’s depot in Rye 
Park, Hoddesdon. 

Ms Klacza (26) believed she 
was unsuccessful because she 
had made an allegation of sexual 
harassment against a team man¬ 
ager. She also alleged that she 
had been the victim of sexual dis¬ 
crimination when applying for 
one of the posts as only men were 
successful. 

But after a three-day hearing at 
Watford Employment Tribunal, 
chairman Richard Baty dismiss¬ 
ed her case. 

He ruled that none of the three 
managers making the appoint¬ 
ments were aware of the sexual 
harassment complaint at the 
time. He also concluded that two 
of her claims had not been made 
in time. 

However, Mr Baty and his two 
colleagues ruled that the allega¬ 
tions by Ms Klacza had not been 
made in bad faith. 

Ms Klacza secured a job as a 
picker filling crates at the depot 
in March 2009 through an 
employment agency. Two years 
later she unsuccessfully applied 
for a Sainsbury’s-only staff post 
and in May 2011 she told a shift 
manager that a member of staff 
was sexually harassing her. 

Later she and another col¬ 
league complained to their age¬ 
ncy manager about the sexual 


harrassment. 

In her evidence, Ms Klacza 
said the man who was the subject 
of her complaint kept asking her 
out and requesting her phone 
number, moved her working area 
so he could watch her, put her on 
heavy lifting when she rejected 
him and asked to see a tattoo on 
her lower back. 

The tribunal found that that 
complaint had not been passed 
on to Sainsbury’s, which said that 
Ms Klacza had never officially 
lodged a complaint of sexual 
harassment. 

However, the supermarket 
investigated a similar informal 
complaint against the man from 
his former girlfriend, who said 
she wanted management to be 
aware he was being suggestive to 
other girls and named them. 

Both Ms Klacza and the other 
woman were interviewed but Ms 
Klacza told the tribunal she was 
never informed that was only in 
connection with the ex-girl- 
friend’s separate complaint. 

She started her employment 
tribunal action in August 2012 


seeking compensation for injury 
to feelings and loss of pay. 

David Stockwell, contracts 
manager for Sainsbury’s, said the 
sex of applicants did not enter his 
decision making, adding that the 
depot was predominantly a male 
environment so he was not sur¬ 
prised at the outcome of the 
selection process. 

The company stated that one 
position was only open to 
Sainsbury’s employees and that 
in the other two Ms Klacza failed 
the selection criteria based on 
work performance and her 
absence record. 

Speaking after the hearing, Ms 
Klacza said she was glad she had 
brought the case as she wanted to 
bring out into the open what had 
happened. 

“I will not give up,” she added. 
“I still fight for my rights there.” 

Rafal Zator, who represented 
Ms Klaczae during the hearing, 
said: “It didn’t matter if we won 
or lost. We want Sainsbury’s next 
time to take the proper conse¬ 
quences against managers, such 
as formal disciplinary action.”

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Community united 
by a family tragedy

L AST week’s photo of 
two young ladies 
dancing the can-can at 
the Key Glass social club 
brought memories flooding 
back for one reader. 

Michael Caswell, of Parsonage 
Leys, Harlow, got in touch after 
recognising his mum, Elsie, in the 
picture submitted by former social 
secretary Bert Morton. 

“I was surprised and pleased to see 
this as the lady holding down her 
skirt is my mum, Elsie Caswell,” 
said Michael. “I know this as I have 
the same photo, together with three 
others taken probably at the same 
dance, including one of a crowd 
doing the Conga! 

“The band members are The 
Mitchellaires, who were one of the 
subjects in the Nostalgia section last 
year. My dad, Phil Caswell, used to 
play with them although I can’t see 
him in the photo this time. Perhaps 
he is out of shot. 

“As you can see, mum loved her 
social life and The Keyhole was one 
of the venues where workers at Key 
Glass could socialise.” 

According to Michael, the photo 
summed up the social whirl of the 



new town in the 1950s, where a cast 
iron community spirit had been 
transported from post-war London. 
“Many of the workers were 
incomers from the slums of 
London,” he said. “In 1953 at the 
age of four, I came to Harlow with 
my parents from Canning Town, 
and the camaraderie of post-war 
London came with the people. 

“I vaguely seem to remember that 
when we lived in Perry Spring in 


the mid 1950s there was a 
community hall and the social side 
was there amongst the local 
community.” 

He recalled one poignant example 
of the community pulling together 
to help a family overcome a 
tragedy. 

“I will always remember when the 
young father of one family in our 
street died, leaving a young widow 
with six young children including a 


baby,” he said. “The neighbours 
rallied around and various families, 
including my mum and dad, took 
the children into their homes while 
the widow sorted her life out.

HWRA kicked out 
of advice centre 


TRUSTEES fighting to save Harlow’s 
Welfare Rights & Advice service from 
closure have been left reeling after the 
council this week took possession of 
the advice centre building. 

The authority entered the East Gate prem¬ 
ises late on Monday night to change the 
locks, effectively bringing an end to 
HWRA’s 34-year tenancy. 

The eviction comes just a week after the 
charity’s trustees launched legal proceedings 
against the council to seek a judicial review 
of the authority’s decision to terminate its 
contract in a row over unpaid debts. 

Speaking to the Star yesterday (Wednes¬ 
day), chairman of trustees Les Coben said: 
“We are shocked at this latest action by the 
council. 

“We were given to understand that no 
action would be taken while mediation was 
being explored and a judicial review was still 
outstanding. 

He added: “HWRA is still pursuing all 
possible legal avenues to retain a specialist 
advice service for the people of Harlow. 

“We remain hopeful that the council will

enter into mediation to avoid unnecessary 
costs to council taxpayers and to the charity 
itself.” 

But council leader Mark Wilkinson insist¬ 
ed the authority had acted entirely within the 
constraints of the law - and said he hoped 
the council could now speed up its search for 
a new service provider. 


He added: “I sincerely hope that the coun¬ 
cil can now resolve any outstanding issues 
associated with HWRA and be able to move 
forwards to secure alternative service provi¬ 
sion for the people of Harlow.” 

The repossession has also left domestic 
abuse charity Safer Places without access to 
the building, part of which had been sublet 
to the organisation by HWRA in an agree¬ 
ment the council claimed was unlawful. 

A council spokesman said: “Unfortun¬ 
ately HWRA had unlawfully sublet part of 
the premises to Safer Places which, through 
no fault of its own, can no longer use the 
offices leased to them. 

“The council has worked with Safer 
Places to ensure that its valuable work will 
continue by securing alternative arrange¬ 
ments for it inside Harlow Civic Centre.” 

But Mr Coben refuted the council’s alle¬ 
gation, claiming the council had been well 
aware of the subletting agreement. 

He said: “The council spokesman’s state¬ 
ment that HWRA was illegally subletting 
part of the Advice Centre to Safer Places is 
completely incorrect. He has clearly been 
misinformed.”

Dolphin’s plea for help 


A DESPERATE dolphin sought 
help from a diver after 
getting tangled up in a 
fishing line in the waters of 
Hawaii. 

The incredible encounter, 
which was captured on 
video, saw diver Keller Laros 
spend eight minutes tending 
to the stricken mammal. 

Mr Laros was leading a 
group of snorkellers when the 
bottlenose dolphin, which 
had a hook lodged in its 
pectoral fin, squealed out for 
help and started to swim in 
their direction. 

“The way he came right up 
and pushed himself into me 
there was no question this 
dolphin was there for help,” 
Mr Laros told reporters. 

The dolphin allowed him to 
help him break free of the 
line, waiting patiently and 
calmly while Mr Laros worked 
to remove it. 

“I was trying to unwrap it,” 
he said. “I got the line fishing 



hook out of the pectoral fin. 
There was a line coming out 
of his mouth, but it was 
wrapped around his pectoral 
fin so tight and he had cuts 
both front and back. 

“I was worried if I tugged on 
it whether it might hurt him 
more. In the end I was able 
to cut the fishing line and 
unwrap it.” 


Mr Laros was then able to 
remove the hook and clip 
the line but as other divers 
moved in to help, the 
dolphin swam off. 

Mr Laros, who works as a 
professional scuba instructor, 
added: “I’ve had bottlenose 
dolphins approach me a lot 
of times and they are really 
smart animals.”

Raid police seize 
haul of cannabis 


SEVERAL mature canna¬ 
bis plants with a street 
value of around £2,000 
were discovered by police 
in a house in Harlow on 
Monday.

DENZEL Washington soars to a 
new career high in this 
emotionally wrought character 
study of an airplane pilot 
wrestling with alcohol 
dependency. 

Underpinned by John Gatins’ 
intelligent script, Flight is a 
provocative drama that refuses to 
cast judgment on the central 
character as he repeats past 
mistakes and attempts to dodge the 
repercussions of his reckless 
actions. 

Instead, director Robert Zemeckis 
follows the pilot on a turbulent 
journey of self-discovery as a major 
mechanical failure in the air puts 


his boozy lifestyle under the 
microscope of public scrutiny. 
Captain William ‘Whip’ Whitaker 
(Washington) wakes in a plush 
hotel room festooned with 
discarded bottles and the naked 
body of last night’s conquest - 
flight attendant Katerina Marquez 
(Nadine Velazquez). 

Swigs of beer set him up for the 
day and he strides purposefully into 
the cockpit of his SouthJet flight to 
Atlanta while holding a bottle of 
orange juice spiked with vodka. 
Katerina is already on board, 
serving passengers alongside 
experienced colleague Margaret 
Thomason (Tamara Tunie). 

But a routine flight becomes a 
nightmare when the airplane 
suddenly loses altitude and hurtles 
towards the ground at terrifying 
speed. Whitaker is forced to 
perform a daredevil manoeuvre to 


halt the rapid descent before crash¬ 
landing in a field. 

A subsequent investigation by the 
National Transportation Safety 
Board, led by Ellen Block (Melissa 
Leo), threatens to expose the pilot’s 
alcoholism. 

Union rep Charlie Anderson (Bruce 
Greenwood) and attorney Hugh 
Lang (Don Cheadle) promise to 
help him survive the fallout on the 
proviso that he changes his self¬ 
destructive ways. Whitaker agrees 
to exorcise his demons, supported 
by a recovering heroine addict 
called Nicole (Kelly Reilly). 

Romance blossoms but while 
Nicole continues to get her life back 
in order, he struggles to resist his 
desires, turning to drug dealer 
Harling Mays (John Goodman) to 
take the edge off his anxiety. 

Flight boasts a jaw-dropping 
centrepiece crash sequence that

spins an entire airplane through 360 
degrees. Zemeckis orchestrates 
these intense scenes with skill but 
he is equally interested in quieter 
moments when Whitaker wrestles 
with his guilt and attempts to resist 
the temptations of a hotel mini bar. 
Washington is riveting as a man in 
authority who can barely function 
without liquor. He lays bare 
insecurities and doesn’t resort once 
to currying audience sympathy. 
Reilly impresses in a pivotal 
supporting role and Goodman 
injects humour as the supplier who 
knows the perfect cocktail of 
narcotics to counteract a hangover. 
Climactic scenes are gripping and 
we buckle up for a bumpy ride as 
Whitaker prepares to deliver sworn 
testimony at the public hearing, 
potentially glossing over the facts to 
restore a sheen to his 
/ stained reputation.

SYLVESTER Stallone, who will 
be 67 in July, demonstrates he 
has no intention of growing old 
gracefully in this testosterone- 
fuelled tosh peppered with 
bone-crunching action 
sequences that allow the 
leading man to play to his 
strengths. 

The explosions and splatter 
promised by the title are 
disappointingly thin on the 
ground, leaving us wanting far 
more than either director Walter 
Hill or screenwriter Alessandro 
Camon deliver. 

Stallone, pictured right , plays 
tattooed hitman Jimmy Bobo 
(Sylvester Stallone) who, along 
with partner Louis Blanchard 
(Jon Seda), kill a corrupt ex-cop 


as instructed. 

They celebrate in a New 
Orleans bar where hulking 
assassin Keegan (Jason 
Momoa) stabs Louis and badly 
injures Jimmy in a furious 
bathroom brawl. 

Hungry for revenge, Jimmy 
tracks down people who could 
have betrayed him and Louis. 

All paths seem to lead to a 
powerful property developer, 
Robert Nkomo Borel (Adewale 
Akinnuoye-Agbaje). 

Meanwhile, strait-laced detective 
Taylor Kwon (Sung Kang), who 
is out of his Washington DC 
jurisdiction, arrives in New 
Orleans to apprehend Jimmy. 
The two men are forced to 
work together when Jimmy’s 
daughter Lisa (Sarah Shahi) is 
abducted by Keegan and held 
hostage in a cavernous 


warehouse that provides the 
film with a familiar setting for 
the final showdown. 

Bullet To The Head splutters 
and wheezes through 91 
uninspired minutes, putting 
Stallone through the physical 
wringer in well- 
choreographed skirmishes. 

A couple of one-liners elicit 
a wry smile, but most of the 
dialogue falls flat and the 
final act falters in the 
total absence of any 
genuine concern from 
Stallone’s hitman about 
the wellbeing of his 
beloved daughter. 

Kang enjoys a few fist 
fights, while Christian 
Slater savours a cameo as 
a sleazy middleman who 
discovers that crossing Jimmy 
comes at a hefty price.

Having been granted his 
freedom, Django agrees to help Schultz kill the siblings 
but subseguently learns that his beloved wife 
Broomhilda (Kerry Washington) has fallen into the 
clutches of a slippery plantation owner, Calvin Candie 
(Leonardo DiCaprio). Schultz pledges his allegiance on a 
suicidal rescue mission. 

LES MISERABLES Former convict Valjean (Hugh 
Jackman) has reinvented himself as a revered 
factory owner in Montreuil-sur-Mer, where one of 
his workers - Fantine (Anne Hathaway) - is cruelly 
cast out when the foreman learns she has an 
illegitimate daughter, Cosette (Isabelle Allen). 
Determined to raise the money to keep her child 
under the roof of villainous Thenardier (Sacha Baron 
Cohen) and his wife (Helena Bonham Carter), 

Fantine sells her hair and then her body until 
Valjean discovers her close to death and agrees to 
raise Cosette as his own. So the story moves on a 
further nine years when revolutionary fervour 
surges through the grimy streets of Paris, inflamed 
by students Enjolras (Aaron Tveit) and Marius 
(Eddie Redmayne). The latter falls under the spell of 
Cosette (now played by Amanda Seyfried), unaware 
that Thenardier's daughter, Eponine (Samantha 
Barks), adores him from afar. 

MONSTERS, INC 3D Best friends Sulley and Mike 
return to the big screen in eye-popping 3D.

Humans are forbidden in the monster 
world where they are considered a health risk, so when 
Sulley accidentally brings a human girl named Boo into 
Monstropolis, all hell breaks loose.

When the time comes to sell your 
home it is important to ensure 
that you entrust the sale to a 
reputable estate agent if the stress 
of selling is to be minimised. 

However, the most successful 
sales tend to be those where the 
seller and agent work hand in hand 
during the marketing process. 

Here are some pointers: 

Be open with your agent 
about any problems with the 
property. Even if these cannot be 
solved, awareness of an issue 
could save a sale. 

Ensure your agent is 
properly informed about which 
fixtures and fittings will be 
staying/going. 

Tell the agent if you have 
any direct buyer enquiries it can 
avoid confusion over commission. 

Ideally your agent should 
accompany all viewings, but if you 
show the buyers round yourself, 
immediately let your agent know 
how the viewing went, so he/she 
can follow-up appropriately.

SAM Watts broke an important barrier 
when he competed in his first athletics 
meeting in Alabama, USA. 

The 20-year-old Harlow-born sprinter set a 
personal best (PB) of 6.97 seconds in an 
indoor 60m race. 

Watts has just started a four-year degree 
course at Texas Christian University (TCU). 
His great time was achieved in the Auburn 
Indoor Invitational Meeting featuring 14 
university teams at Birmingham in 
Alabama. 

The former Great Britain junior 
international’s previous PB was 7.01s. 

He is on a scholarship in Texas to study 
sports science and psychology. 

His mother Pam Walker said: “Sam is very 
self-critical and said he mucked up the race 
but he got under seven seconds for the first 
time. 


“He has done under seven seconds in 
training before and got very frustrated that 
he had not done it in a race.” 

She added: “It is good out there with the 
training and all the medical back up he 
gets. He trains every day.” 

Watts also clocked 21.56m in his first ever 
indoor 200m heat and his time in this 
distance was the fifth fastest in the meeting. 
The fastest time was 21.07s. 

Watts is much appreciated by TCU head 
coach Darryl Anderson. 

Anderson said: “He is a sprinter that has 
great range in the 100 and 200 and in 
relays. He has represented the United 
Kingdom in their junior teams. 

“Any time you can get a person in your 
program of that calibre is exciting. He will 
be able to contribute to our team both 
short- and long-term.”

Watters snr also guided striker 
Gary Hart from Stansted into the 
Football League when the 
Harlow-born striker joined 
Brighton & Hove Albion in 1998. 

He has been a football manager 
for more than 30 years. 

His son John, by contrast, is at 
the very early stages of his mana¬ 
gerial career. 

John said: “I had six players [at 


Swifts] from last year and brought 
the rest in. It has taken time to 
bring everything together. 

“We have won seven in a row 
and even when we do not play 
well I have players like Gavin 
Cockman and Ross Bristow that 
can turn a game with a bit of 
magic. It is not all about me. 

“I could not have done it with¬ 
out my assistant Wayne Bowden 
and [coach] James Courtenay. I 
would be disappointed if we did 
not win two [trophies].” 

He added: “I want to get to the 
[Essex Olympian League] senior 


premier division. I find that more 
football is played in this league 
than in the Essex Senior League 
where it is more kick and rush.” 

Comparisons between father 
and son are obvious but Watters 
jnr is equally passionate. 

“My dad is louder than me but I 
am just as passionate. I have 
learned the value of preparation 
from him. 

“He would go and see a player 
five or six times before he signed 
him.” 

John’s younger brother and for¬

Town player Mark Watters, 29, is 
also in the Swifts side. 

“He [Mark] knows he won’t 
play if he does not do well. I am 
sure he would do the same with 
me,” said John. 

Watters snr is proud of his eld¬ 
est son. “He has surprised me. I 
thought he might be a bit soft. He 
knows the way he wants his side to 
play and he has had good results,” 
he said. 

Who knows? One day John 
might take over as boss at Harlow 
Town FC - the job his father has 
craved for many a year! 


Watters returns to management 


HARLOW-based stalwart non-League 
football manager Don Watters has returned 
as manager of the Bishop’s Stortford FC 
reserve team. 

He has replaced Paul Joynes, who has 
moved to Ryman League division one north 
club Tilbury as assistant manager. 

Former Sawbridgeworth Town, Stansted 
and Takeley boss Watters, of Fir Park, has 
agreed to step into the breach caused by 
Joynes’ departure. 

Watters (61), who originally managed the 
old Nortel team in the Essex Intermediate 
League, had taken over as reserve team 


boss of the Capital League eastern division 
side in the summer but was forced to quit 
due to work commitments. 

However, his work commitments at Glaxo 
Smith Kline in Harlow have now eased and 
he has been able to take over as boss again. 
Watters told the Star: “I have enjoyed 
managing at the likes of Stansted, Takeley 
and Sawbridgeworth but this is a different 
level. 

“When I stopped doing it [in October] I 
missed doing it after two weeks.” 

Watters has known Bishop’s Stortford’s 
first team boss Rod Stringer for many 


years from their days in Harlow. 

He added: “There is talent in the club. I 
would like to provide him [Stringer] with 
two players.” 

Stringer gained his first coaching break 
with Watters at Sawbridgeworth when the 
latter managed the team in the Essex 
Senior League and the former Harlow 
Town player became one of his coaches.

about consistently try¬ 
ing to follow up on 
your performances.” 

She added: “I want 
to show I am one of 
the best strikers in the 
world this season.
